The final stage of the resolutions 
and the first stage of the bill came at 
11 o'clock, after three amendments to 
the resolutions had been voted down, 
The government mafgorities varied 


‘fromm thirty-five to forty-four. I’. W, 


Nickle twice voted with the opposition, 
but was abeent from tho third divi- 
sion. KR. B. Bennett was absent ail 
day, but was paired and W. A. Charl- 
ton, the liberal bolter, was absent and 
unpaired, On the last division Mr. W, 
F, Macl.ean voted with the Liberals, 

The first division took place over 
the amendment of Duncan Rees that 
there should be a parliamentary inves- 
tigation, This was voted down by 90 
to 46, Mr, Nickle voted with the op- 
position, 

The second amendment was that of 
Hon, Wm. Pugsley, which proposed to 
cut down the C.N.R. stock to $30,000,- 
000, and give the government an op- 
tion for five years, This was defeated 
by 89 to 45, Mr. Nickle again voting 
against the government. 

The last vote took place over a pro- 
posal by Hon. Frank Oliver, that the 
O.N.R. should be bound to give equal 
rates In east and west, “except so fur 
as the Canadian Northern can estab- 
lish higher cost of operation west of 
Fort William.” In this division the 
figures stood 82 to 42..

left Canada in a turmoil, and many 
obstacles confronted Lord Durham's 
administration. He immediately set 
about to surmount them, and traveled 
all over the untry, investigating all 
grievances, and manifesting such a de- 
sire to be Just that he won the friend- 
ship of all the clashing classes, At a 
meeting of the lieutenant-governers of 
the various provinces, Lord Durham 
suggested a confederation as the best 
solution of the problem. In dealing 
with the leaders of the rebels, Lord 
Durham took the matter in his own 
hands, and banished eight of them to 
Bermuda threatening execution for 
high treason should they return. This 
led to a bifer attack on the earl by 
his political enemies {n the British par- 
liament, and the imperial government 
disallowed the decree. Lord Durham's 
answer was to resign, and he retmnyed 
home without waiting for a recall or 
the receipt of his resignatiog In Lon- 
don, He died soon after his arrival in 
England and the completion W the 
famous report in which, as the fruit 
and investigation of only six months, 
he presented a most valuable sum- 
mary of tendencies and aspirations and 
conditions in British America. Falling 
the accomplishment of a federated 
union of all the provinces, he strongly 
urged the proposal to unite Upper and 
Lower Canada. In 1829 a measure was 
Introduced into the British parliament 
to put Durham's recommendation into 
effect. The bill was passed in 1840, 
and in February of the following year 
the United Province of Canada came 
into being. 


THE NEW 
CHILD SLAVERY. 

Secretary P. P. Claxton, commissioner of the United 
States bureau of education, isn’t the first “efficiency expert!” 
who has advocated a plan to keep children at their studies 
twelve months in the year. One of Claxton’s arguments is 
that the public schools represent an investment of nearly two 
hillion dollars and that this investment is now idle about a 
quarter of the time. The supposed economic waste seems to 


cause the commissioner much pain. Has he an_ idea that 
children are especially made to keep school activities going? 
Mr. Claxton makes use of a primitive argument against 
the long summer vacation by tracing its origin back to the 
days when school was dismissed so that the children could go 
to work in the fields. The gentleman should consider that the 
by-product of a policy is sometimes more valuable than the 
results originally sought. Because the summer vacation may 
have been instituted for a strictly utilitarian purpose, it is not 
necessary to assume that it is worthless in another connection. 
The children who went to work in the fields experienced a 
change of occupation and environment. The fact that the 
change took the form of work was not a particular recommen- 
dation, probably it was a handicap, but the condition was un- 
avoidable in the pioneering days. In these times socalled vo- 
cational work in the summer months is an unnecessary super- 
fluity of faddists. 
¢ Today, when necessity no longer presses, it is as unrea- 
sonable to make sles of little children by keeping them un- 
der the constant direction of teachers as it is to drive them into 
sweatshops. Growing human beings need to be protected 
from too much study just as surely as they need to be pro- 
tected from the slavedriver in the cotton mill. 

The idea that a child ought to be under unceasing tutelage 
if he is to grow up properly is pure nonsense. It is when he 
is lett to his own devices and permitted to run free that the 
youth develops individuality and strength of character. 

Whether it is worth while to make a boy a mere machine 
in order to keep him from “the contamination of the streets”’ 
is a question that will bear considerable debate. Instead of 
shutting up the child, why not cleanse the streets?

Twelve thousand people were ren- 
dered homeless and 1,650 dwellings, 
business buildings, churches, stores, 
shipyards and warehouses were de- 
stroyed by the great fire which ravaged 
Quebec 69 years ago today, May 28, 
1845. Tho conflagration started in St. 
Roch, a suburb, and before it could 
be subdued with the crude fire-fight- 
{ng appliances than obtainable, it had 
swept over a large part of the ancient 
capital, leaving ruins in {ts wake.

Quebec was visited by another 
conflagration by which 20,000 were left 
without homes, Other noteworthy fires 
occurred in 1876 and 1881, Owing to 
the flimsy construction of many of its 
buildings, Quebec was, until within a 
quarter of a century, pecullarly subject 
to fires, and it has probably suffered 
more disastrous conflagration than any 
other city of its size In America. 


The first number of the New York 
Journal, or General Advertiser, was 
published 147 years ago today, May 29, 
1767.

Clinton, Philip Schuyler, and other 
leaders of the revolutionary party, The 
newspapers of the colonies played a 
tremendous part in forming the spirit 
of revolution, and the New York Jour- 
nal was one of the most influential of 
the “rebel” journal which had their be- 
ginning with Samuel Adams’ Independ- 
ent Advertiser established in Boston in 
1748.

Boston Gazette and Country Gentle- 
man, founded in 1756; the Charleston 
jazette and Country Gentleman, estab- 
lished In 1765; the Williamsburg Vir- 
ginia Gazette, inspired by Thomas Jef- 
ferson, which began publication in 
1766; and the Massachusetts Spy, called 
“the sedition foundry” by the Royalists,

ACTION OF GERMAN 
SHPS MAY CASE 
TROUBLE ABROAD 


General Villa Understood to Be 
Preparing Representations 
to Germany, 


CONSEQUENCES MAY BE 
SERIOUS TO FOREIGNERS | 


Inquiry Into ‘Death of Gustay 
Bauch is Reopened by 
German Consul, 


Torreon, Mexico, May 29,—The land- 
{ng of arms and ammunition by Ger- 
man steamships at Puerto, Mexico, hus 
so incensed General Villa that the rebel 
chief is seriously thinking of expelling 
every German resident in constitution- 
allst territory. 

Similar threats are being made to- 
ward the Japanese for Japan also has 
been making shipments of arms freely 
to Huerta, 

This intention on the part of Villa 
was discussed over the wire yesterday 
between the general at Saltilla and 
Carranza, 

It has long been known that Villa's 
anger has been deeply stirred against 
the residents of both nations in Mexico 


and that long ago he urged Carranza 
to do the same by the Germans and 
Japanese as he did towards the Span- 
{ards, whom he mulcted of their money 
and cattle, whose shops he confiscated, 
whose haclendas he seized and count- 
Jess numbers he drove penniless out of 
the territory. 
German Interests Large 

It is freely predicted here that the 
rebel chief will prepare representations 
that will promptly be made to Ger- 
many. 

Germany's comnmercial interests in 
northern Mexico are large, Some of 
the most important wholesale estab- 
Iishments in Chihuahua Torreon, Dur- 
ango and Saltillo belong to German 
citizens, One firm alone conducts eight 
wholesale warehouses. Tho number of 
Germinans ving in this territory is not 
large, about 300, There are estimated 
to be about 600 Japanese in rebel ter- 
ritory, most of them in Sonora and 
Sinato on the Pacific coast. 

U. 8. May Help 

If action is taken against them, it 
was pointed out, It would not end with 
expulsion, but their property would 
also be seized. The United States is 
counted on to be on the side of the 
constitutionalists if the deportation of 
the Germans and Japanese is ordered, 
since thelr shipments of arms to Huerta 
1s in antagonism to the United States 
policy to oust the Mexican pretender,

Says He Admires Canadian 
Character as Stable and 
Reasonable, 


MAKES NO COMMENT ON 


POLITICAL MATTERS | Peace river and continue north 


Sir William Osler Declares 
Canada Must Be Kept a 
White Man's Country 


London, May 29.~—-Prince Alexander 
of Teck, governor general designate of 
Canada had a hearty reception at the 
Canada club last night, Sir William 
Osler presiding, and those present in- 
cluding Bishop Stringer, of the Yukon; 
Sir Robt. Perkshire, John Anderson of 
the Colonial office, W. L. Griffith, vice- 
president, and Prof. Mills. 

Responding to the toast to the Do- 
minion, Prince Alexander said that the 
occasion was the first tmie since his 
appointment as governor-general that 
he had an opportunity of meeting Can- 
adian collectively. The occasion was 
all the more important by reason of the 
fact that most of them were business 
men interested in Canada’s progress. 

Their interest in the dominion was 
& permanent one and they were anxious 
for {ts success and good management. 

“T realize too,” continued his serene 
highness, “As I proceed with the work 
before me you gentlemen will be 
among my citizens. I want you, there- 
fore, thus early, to feel whether I suc- 
ceed or fall, I have accepted the res- 
ponsibility firmly determined to do my 
utmost for Canada.” 

Business Conditions. 

The prince went on to read a writ- 
ten speech in which he referred at 
length to recent legislation and other 
developments in Canada. His serene 
highness, however, confined himself en- 
lirely to a recapitulation of facts, of- 
fering no comment of any kind, 

Among matters mentioned was the 
completion of the Grand Trunk Pacific, 
the development of the C.N.R,. railway 
work which the government itself has 
undertaken. In spite of the temporary 
setback, he sald, business resources 
in the dominion had shown a steadily 
Increasing volume of imports and ex- 
ports, ( 

The prince went on to refer to 
banking legislation. Alluding then to 
immigration, he sald, though there 
might be some decrease in amount 
there’ was reason to believe that the 
quality of the immigrants was steadily 
improving. 

Other matters touched upon were the 
natural{zation bill, the movement for 
supplying ready made farms and the 
growth of the co-operative movement. 

' Canadian Stability. 

Summing up his review of Canada's 
desire to show the company how fully 
I appreciate what has already been 
done and sympathize with you in your 
desire to do more, I had naturally 
some hesitation in accepting an office 
filled by so many eminent men, but my 
knowledge of Canadian character, Its 
stability, its reasonableness and also 
happy recollections of my brief visit 
to the dominion finally induced me 
to undertake the task.” 

His serene highness, concluded with 
the assurance of his earnest wish to 
help forward the happiness and pros- 
perity of Canada, 

Some striking remarks were offered 
by President Sir Wm. Osler. Canada, 
he sald, has been suffering lately from 
a very Interesting and pecullar dis- 
ease, He diagnosed the disease as 
over-prosperity—like men who went on 
a steady dlet of lobster and champagne 
(laughter). There was only one cure 
and he was glad to say the government’ 
had acted like a sensible physician. 

A Whiteman’s Country. 

However, there was one type of 
prosperity which had undergone no {n- 
teruption {in Canada, namely, the 
paid a tribute to the excellence of the 
people. In this respect Sir William 
pald a tribute tot he excellence of the 
university publications. Speaking of 
the problems which lay before Can- 
ada, Sir Wm, sald: “In the first place 
we have to make the country a white 
man's country. Other countries are 
beginning to swarm over with popu- 
lation. There is no trouble so far as 
China and Japan are concerned. They 
are foreign countries. We can say we 
do not want their people . The case ts 
different with the Hindus who are our 
fellow-citizens. We ought, If we could, 
say to them, “Como in, you are wel- 
come,” but we have to safeguard our 


country. Therefore we shall be bound 
to say: “We are sorry; we would if 
we could.

This 
will give the Pacific Peace River line 
two extra outlets to the prairie, one

Confirmation of the generally ac- 
cepted report that the Edmonton- 
Dunvegan line would be tintended to 
conect with the Pacific Great Eastern 
ine at the Alberta boundary, was 
given by Mr. Law, He sald that St 
Was known in railway circles that the 
extension of the P. G. EB, from Fort 
George was to link up with the new 
Alberta line, 

“The construction of two tramway 
lines is planned by the Peace River 
Tramway and Naylgation company to 
afford connections with the Peace 
river, Slave river, Athabasca and 
Mackenzie rivers and lakes,” continued 
Mr. Law. “A service over 2,000 miles 
of navigable streams and lakes will 
be operated by the company. Three 
shallow draft steamers will be bullt 
for the lake and river service. 

“The company’s plans call for the 
completion of the tramway Hnes by 
next year and. therefore construction 
work will be rushed. We expect to 
operate the new service next year, 

“Mr. Thomas has been assured of 
ample financial backing for the var- 
Jous schemes in which he 1s the prime 
mover,” continued Mr, Law, “Capital- 
ists In New York, London and Paris 
have been interested in the enterprises 
and no difficulty. 1s anticipated in 
finding funds to ‘build the proposed 
railways an@ to’ develop the vast 
natural resources, of the hinterland of 
the province, 

To Expend $75,000,000. 

The promoters of the big railway 
and development schemes which it I{s 
sald will involve an ultimate expendl- 
ture in excess of $75,000,000 plan to 
bulld the Pacifico coast portion of 
their line first in order to tap the 
Groundhog coal fields, The company 
has been given two years by the 
dominion government to start active 
operations. 

Base of Operations, 

The exploration party will make 
Athabasca the base of operations. 
From that point Mr, Law will proceed 
to Fort McMurray, thence to Athabas- 
ca lake, Fort Smith and on to. Ver- 
millon chutes, along the Peace river to 
Dunvegan. The return trip from the 
last-named place will be made via the 
Lesser Slave lake and the Athabasca 
river, The districts all along the route 
will be thoroughly explored for natur- 
al resources, the main party being dl- 
vided into sections for side trips, A 
contingent in charge of Valentine 
Quinn will survey the region east of 
Fort McMurray, following the Clear- 
water river, 

Particular search will be made for 
gus and oll. J. A. Christie, a New 
York ofl expert, has been engaged by 
Mr. Thomas to accompany the explor- 
ation party. Reports will be prepared 
by Mr. Law and Mr. Christie on their 
return to Vancouver in the autumn for 
submission to the promoters of the 
big undertaking. 

Location of Tramways, 

The location of the routes for the 
tramways will be done by another 
staff of engineers, One of the pro- 
posed lines will be six miles long, ex- 
tending around the Vermilion chutes 
on the Peace river. Another, sixteen 
miles in length, will give transporta- 
tion facilities around the Fort Smith 
rapids on the Slave river, thus con- 
necting the waterways of the Peace 
river, the Slave river and th. Mac- 
kenzie river, by way of Great Slave 
lake. This will provide a new water 
route for several sections of year from 
the northern sections of British Coi- 
umbia and Alberta to the Arctic sea, 

The Mackenzie river is navigable 
1,200 miles from Its mouth, but the 
chain of rapids has hitherto prevent- 
ed through connections. The tram- 
ways will complete a 2,500-mile route 
by rail and water. It Is estimated 
that the time by the new route from 
points on the Pacific coast to the 
mouth of the Mackenzie river can be 
reduced from a month or more to 
about a week. 

= No Time to be Lost.
